How accidental the death 
was remains a question, The 
girl's mother, Mrs, Idella 
Owens said that her daughter 
had complained of head- 
aches.the night before and 
saying that if.she didn't wake 
up that she would be in the 
hands of the Lord. 

Shirley might have suspec- 


‘ted that she had taken too 


many pills because according 


to her four sisters she had 
asked them to awaken her 
every hour on the hour and 


‘not to let her sleep straight 


through the night. 

However her boyfriend, 
Michael Meadowbrooks, said 
he talked to her before she 
went to sleep and said she 
drowsily asked him would he 
still love her if she was not 
alive when he woke up. 
Meadowbrooks said he told 
her to stop talking like that. 

When he awoke at 10:30 


that morning he found that he 
could not arouse her. He 
checked her pulse. Nothing 

He then frantically called 
the Cincinnati Life Squad 
unit, the Cincinnati Fire 
Department and “everybody 
else" he could think of. The 
Life Squad arrived and pro- 
nounced her dead:

Nature.has a strange way of playing tricks on human 
beings. much to their chagrin and sorrow,And she isn't too 
particular about the tricks she employs =F 

The housing thrust in southwestern all of a sudden 
has turned to disaster housing. taking care of some 3,500 
families in six counties who lost their homes to tornadoes a 
few days ago Concern about national housing legislation 
and its ramifications, while still prevelant in the local housing 
industry. has taken second fiddle and the crunch to rehouse 
the victims is uppermost 

The federal government responds to a disaster in a 
relatively standardized way. To those who think this is inap- 
propriate the answer is simple: guidelines identifying a 
method of response are a must. They work no other way. 

The disaster strikes. Alter the smoke. thunder. rain or 
whatever clears away the governor surveys the damage and 
then if he thinks the need for federal assistance is evident, 
asks the President to declare the area as a “disaster area.” 
When the President complies. the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration moves in. makes its own damage 
assessment and then issues “mission assignments’ to 
Various federal agencies geared to provide aid 

For instance, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development gets an assignment to provide temporary 
housing. Internal Revenue Service gets an, assignment 
relative to tax abatements, deferrals, etc. The Small Business 
Administration. is authorized to -provide ong~term,—low- 
interest loans, The Red Cross may be asked to extend their 
services for emergency shelter, food..clothing.The.Dept..of 
Agriculture can provide food stamps. And the list goes on 

My own involvement in the disaster recovery efforts 
relates to housing: the role HUD plays in this endeavor 
HUD's mission assignment can vary depending on circum- 
stances but generally it provides temporary housing for up to 
a full year on a rent free basis. The only criteria is whether or 
not a disaster victim lost his residence as a result of the 
disaster itself. Income-limits. size of family..none of these 
items are important in this particular assignment. And the 
mission is “get the families housed, YESTERDAY.” 

The major barriers to this are time, communications 
and personnel, tho not necessarily in that order. It takes 
people to process the applications, time is required for this, 
and communications is the bridge between the people and 
the housing. In the Xenia area, communications has been the 
big problem: the tornadoes wiped out the phone system. The 
HUD housing team can take applications. verify the need and 
get the relocation units ready for moveins, but the whole 
process slows considerably because they can't-get to the ap- 
plicants with notifications ; 

Any area hit -by-a-tornado is a disaster area: The 
twisters: left a trail of wreckage resembling war battles -- 
shattered trees, shattered buildings, shattered cars, trucks 
and everything else. It shattered everything. Somehow there 
doesn't ever seem to be minor damage from a tornado. 
Everything is “total” or “substantial.” And that’s plenty! And 
who can say one area was harder than another...when they're 
both gone? 

How long before all the scars are gone and the com- 
munities are back to normal? No one will venture a guess. 
The mayor of Xenia suggests “three to five years.’ Some of 
the other estimates are for longer periods. One thing: the af- 

fected communities will never be the same. In appearance, 
composition or economic structure. A tornado is a hell of.a 
thing...but it does bring a change! 

Phase | of the housing mission will continue through 
May; perhaps into June. This means a seven-day-week and a 
12 hour day. There's no “'business as usual” in this type of an 
operation. There really shouldn't be. It is an. emergency. 
crash program to be handied immediately and with concern 
for those who suffered: ; 

The figures fluctuate but the disaster field office (in 
Sharonville) will probably end up with a personnel com- 
plement of 175 persons. Most .are HUD regulars...meaning 
they are already career civil service people from other field 
offices throughout the country. They're a fantastic bunch -- 
dedicated, concerned and interested only in doing the job. 
An-exceltent crew: There aré-afew “temporary hires*’-{locat 
people recruited for special services) and these also are ex- 
cellent. co 

If interests. concern and intent mean anything. the 
disaster victims should be aware that there are dedicated 
federal people intent on providing service..far above and 
beyond the call of duty.

An interesting young 
colleague: of his lays his. program out: “You know, people 
like Billy Dee- Williams ... like to put their programs out there 
on front street as if they. were Pau! Newmans or Robert Rea- 
fords or Sidney Poitiers and-they just don't have the creden-

SAN DIEGO, CALIF. — “The 
way things are moving in the 
Navy today, soon the selec- 
tion of a black or minority ad- 
miral will cease to be news." 

This was the reply of the 
youthful 44-year-old Navy 
Captain, Gerald E. Thomas 
when asked how he viewed 
his selection to the second 
star rank, His statement is a 
reflection of the Navy's 
thinking” too: 

Although Thomas is only 

the second black to be 
promoted to flag rank, he will 
be the second in the last 
three years of the Navy's 198 
year history. 
_ While he_ was personally 
surpri to learn of his 
promotion, neither his wife 
nor his staff was. They 
predicted that the recognition 
of his superior skill and 
abilities would come as a 
matter of course. 

“I'm proud of being black, 
but 1 think” of myself as a 
naval officer first and believe 
that being black has neither 
helped nor hurt me in my 
career.” 

Thomas feels that “in the 
past few decades, minorities, 

not just blacks but also Jews 
and women, have been 
receiving a fairer share of 
responsibility and recognition 


~in the Navy.” 
This trend he adds has 
been helped, by the 


imaginative and ‘qutsy Chief 
of-Naval-Operations, Admiral 
Elmo RA. “Bud” Zumwait. 

The captain's philosophy is 
that one should do the best 
job you can today and let 
tomorrow take care of itself. 
That's how Jerry Thomas has 
operated since his com- 
missioning from the ROTC 
unit at Harvard 23 years ago 
and it has worked. 

He also is a believer in 
relating to people and makes 
a practice of maintaining a 
close” personal retationship 
with his officers, petty of- 
ficers and men.

The Cleveland Urban Learning Com- 
munity, @ “schoo! without wails’ is in 
Serious financial difficulty. For the past 
four years, CULC has been receiving 
funds trom several Cleveland foun- 
dations, such as Jennings, Gund.

The Congressional Black Caucus 
was among the first of groups in‘ the

Black congressional leaders, 
especially those who sit on the House 
Judiciary Committee investigating im- 
peachment possibilities. warned of 
delays.

divert and delay immediate and swift 
action towards impeachment. And. ap- 
parently it did 

Prior to the peremptory call for im- 
peachment by the Congressional Black 
Caucus, Sen. Edward Brooke had 
boldly called for President .Nixon’s 
resignation. The forthright stand that 
black congressional leaders took in the 
past concerning Nixon's impeachment 
was often viewed as merely emotional 
vindictiveness and ‘subjective, 
premature responses to Nixon's 
troubles. Z

“We know that a systematic plan of 
espionage and sabatoge was carried 
out against his political opponents, with 
the approval of his chief of staff * 

There are many more actions of 
Nixon listed by Mankiewicz, which are 
possible impeachable offenses The 
black community could add to this list, 
without difficulty, concerning his 
misbehavior towards black people in 
this country é 

While Nixon continues to try covering 
up his actions and involvement in the 
miasma of Watergate. he continues to 
be very open in his consistent attacks 
upon the processes and procedures of 
schoo! desegregation 

He continues to aggravate the anti-

THE BIG ROAD >

The devastating tornado. that struck 
the twin-uni : Wilberforce and 
Central State, left more than wrecked 
buildings and disrupted education for 
hundreds of students. 

For months into the future, the raging 
question will be; “Shall Central State 
University be rebuilt?” 

Before all the damage to this state 
university could be surveyed, this 
question had been raised. .—— 

When President Richard M. Nixon 
visited Xenia and, had an aerial view of 
the damage to these two universities, 
both college presidents asked this 
question of Mr. Nixon. 

The day before, Gov. John Gilligan 
had also raised this question along with 
a@ doubt as to whether reconstruction 
was possible or feasible, 

Naturally, this question is going to be 
entwined with sentiment and'race pride 
on one hand, and need and prac- 
ticability on the other. 

Oldtimers, alumni and students, plus 
tegistators, will ‘be involved “in a 
decision that, no matter how it is made, 
will please some and anger others. Ob- 
jectivity will be one of the most difficult 
postures one can take. Yet, this is the 
most practical approach one can take. 
Why this question of existence lies with 
Centrat- State and not Wilberforce, is 
that through the shear capriciousness 
of nature, the oldest Negro college in 
America miraculously escaped most of 
the wrath of the storm. While Central 
State bore the brunt, of the tornado 
which destroyed or severely damaged 
two-thirds of its buildings. 

Damage estimates to both schools 
are rough guesses. That done to 
Wilberforce is estimated at about $5 or 
$6 million. 

On the other side of the ravine that 
roughly separates the two schools, the 
damage could go as high as $50 to $75 
million, 

Part of Wilberforce’s damage is 
covered by insurance. All of Central 
State's damage must be borne by Ohio 
taxpayers. Therefore, unless the State 
Legislature decides to provide the 
millions needed for reconstruction, 
nothing can be done. No matter what 
the attitude of the governor or the 
Board of Regents. is, the final decision 
on any or how much money, is solely in 
the hands of the legislature. 

This is. going to put every State 
Legisiator_on. the spot.. Unquestionably 
any decision is going to become.a 
racial one. 

After visiting the two campuses last 
week, it is evident that Central State 
cannot function as a university for 
some time in the future. Only two or 
three of its buildings are operative or 
habitable now. The others are either 
totally destroyed, or damaged to a point

southern owners, This was-the original 
site of Wilberforce. 

AM.E. Church, through many 
trials and tribulations, has kept going 
the school they acquired and named tor 
William Wilberfoce, a liberal English- 
man who fought slavery, until today. 

Beset by problems in the late 
signee. under the leadership of Rev. 
S.T. Mitchell, father of Cleveland's L. 
Pearl Mitchell? got the state of Ohio to 
appropriate $16,000 for a Combined 
Normal and Industrial Department at 
Wilberforce University. 

This infusion of indirect state help, 
aided in keeping the struggling college 
going. In time, the state appendage 
grew into a larger educational unit than 
the parent university. This was due in 
part to the segregation tern ob- 
taining in most of the state-Supported 
colleges. 

As was inevitable, these two units of 
education, under fierce personality 
clashes, split. Atty. Ray Hughes of 
Columbus, chairman of the State-Side 
board of trustees; Dr, Charles. 
Wesley, then president of Wilberforce 
University; and Bishop Reverdy Ran- 
som, chairman Wilberforce Board, were 
the chief actors in the split. The state 
department became Central State 
University with no ties to Wilberforce. 

This action split the A.M.E. Church 
and thousands of Negroes in and out of 
Ohio. To many, the existence of Central 
State was inconsistent with educational 
policies of Ohio, a so-called liberal 
state. The same charge was not ap- 
plicable to Wilberforce as it was a 
private church-owned school of which 
there are a number of similar white 
colleges-in the-state-—- 

Now. this tornado has, in a few 
minutes of destructive force, opened up 
the old, long smouldering controversy 
again. As of old, each side is going to 
be more sentimental-and emotional in 
reaching decisions than objective or 
practical. Since | attended Wilberforce 
and graduated from the State's depart- 
ment, | guess | can rightfully view this 
issue from both sides. 

The future of both universities is at 
stake, The A.M.E. Church alone can 
decide the future of Wilberforce. And, 
the State of Ohio will have to deciig, the 
fate of Central State University.

A-Many Splendored Thing 


Since 1960, when the Congo struck 
out for, and got, independence, the 
volume of written commentary on Africa 
has reached unwieldy proportions. Vir- 
tually every American magazine has 
had its “African Issue", the Protestant 
churches have had their “Africa Year,” 
San Francisco has had’ its “African 
Week", and American book publishers 
have been shaking the dust off some 
long-ignored manuscripts to establish 
the “African line”. 

In the interim more than 200 books 
have been published about Africa in the 
United States and Britian alone. Most of 
it, according to critic Thomas Hodgkin, 
is either nonsense or half sense. A 
given-news-report may give us an ac- 
curate quotation of remarks made by 
one of the newly-emerging African 
leaders, but generally, Africa is ap- 
proached_in the mass_media from the 
White Anglo-Saxon values that still 
dominate our society. 

Thus, the picture of emerging African 
nations is still a muddied and confused 
one for most Black Americans, and this 
is one reason why the Cail & Post has 
undertaken to cooperate on the spon- 
sorship of a series of tours to the once- 
dark continent, so that-some of its 
readers can gain first-hand knowledge 
of the tide of progress that is sweeping 
that continent. 

In 1950 there were only four in- 
dependent states in Africa—Ethiopia, 
Liberia, Egypt, and the white-governed 
Union of South Africa. They were a 
vastly dissimilar quartet and com- 
munication among them wes virtually 
non-existent. Today there are more 
than 30 independent African states, and 
this group is so full of tribal, linquistic, 
geographic, economic and cultural 
diversity, that the dream of a “United 
hyo aq of Africa” is still in the far distant 

uture. 


Furthermore, there 
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tinent are-the vestiges of a third in- 
digenous racial grouping, the yellow— 
brown-skinned Bushman Hottentot. 

Besides’ these there is an Asian 
minority that now numbers about one 
million, and until lately has dominated 
the commerce of East Africa. © 

In the northern third of Africa the 
people are. overwhelmingly Moslem 
and, from the Sahara to the 
Mediterranean, also largely Arabized in 
both language and culture, and these 
people of Morocco, Tunisia, Libya, the 
United Arab Republic, Alegeria and 
Sudan, regard their bonds with the 
Arab east far older than those with 
Africa. 


But it is along the West Coast of 
Africa, in which the Call & Post African 
tours will be concentrated that one 
will find the cradle of «African 
nationalism. in this region, itis said, the 
Presence of the anopheles mosquito 
can be thanked for the absence of a 
white settler problem. Here was the fer- 
tile soil of Pan-Africanism, the concept 
of Negritude, and African nationalism. 
We are going to be visiting its principle 
centers-Accra, Conarky, Dakar, Abid- 
jan. Lago, where the winds of change 
are blowing briskly.

Willis’ Promotion Pushed 


\t may be # futile effort, but a movement aimed at 
pressuring Gov. Gilligan to appoint William (Bill) 
Willis as.director of the Ohio Youth Commission, has 
been quietly and without one iota’of fanfare, launched 
here, 

The movement, initiated by an unidentified group of 
Columbus blacks, started soon after OYC's director, 
William J. ‘Ensign, announced his resignation two. 
weeks ago. The former Toledo mayor said he was 
quittirig to enable the trouble-plagued commission to 
reorganize. = 

Willis, a Democrat, was brought aboard OYC by for- _ 
mer Gov. James A. Rhodes when it was first 
organized almost 10 years ago. Although he was 
deputy director in charge of Correctional Services 
when Gilligan took office as Governor in 1971, he by- 
passed the former Ohio State football star and an out- 
Standing pro-ball (Cleveland Browns’) player for many 
years. 7 

Gilligan, Willis’ promoters contend, made a stupid 
mistake by picking Ensign over Willis in the first 
place. Now that the position is open again, they feel 
that he should welcome the opportunity to make up 
for the colossal political blunder. 

If the ex-Clevelander should be tapped fox the 
$25,000-plus post, he would become thé third black 
holding cabinet level positions in the Gilligan ad- 
ministration. William E. Garnes, administrator of the 
Bureau of Employment Services (BES), and Dr. Ben- 
nett” Cooper; director, -Ohio—Dept...of Rehabilitation - 
and Correction, already enjoy cabinet status. 

Failure of the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio to 
include the only black statewide candidate on its en- 
dorsement list was an engraved invitation to an 
avalanche of criticism from the black populace. 

While the reason for choosing Rep. Richard Celeste 
of Cleveland over black Akron City Councilman 
James Williams for the Lt. Governor nomination May 7 
will probably be understood by hardcore politicians, 
BEDO may find it difficult in selling it to those of the 
grassroots level. 

As an example, one BEDO official in discussing the, 
situation with this columnist last week, defended the 
group's Endorsements, saying-theat-Williams-doesn't 
have a chance to win the nomination. 

Secondly, he indicated that BEDO, as a satellite of 
the state Democratic Organization is obligated to.go 
along with the pgrent organization whenever 
possible. He “also hinted that’ BEDO-members- will 
probably give their personal support to Williams, even 
though they are on public record as backing his op- 
ponent. 

As previously noted, BEDO officials, in sacking one 
of their own, apparently failed to consider the fact 
that a vast majority of those they purport to represent 
may not be sophisticated enough to see the wisdom 
of-dancing-to-the-music of a_white-structured band. 
Consequently, BEDO could be weakening the ef- 
factiveness of its own political program. 

Gov. Gilligan, who has been boasting about giving 
the Ohio Civil "Rights Commission a: big enough 
budget to enable it to do a more effective job in its 
war against racial discrimination, has been accused 
of tying the hands of the OCRC members. 

Clingan Jackson of Youngstown, dean of the Com- 
mission, said work of the Commission is.being ham- 
strung -by Gilligan's. failure- to. name —a_chairman. 
Noting that the Commission has been without a chair- 
man since James Freidman resigned last December, 
Jackson said they were forced to table an important 
case last Tuesday because of a deadlocked tie vote. 

Jackson, one of two Democrats and two 
Republicans serving on the normally five-man com- 
mission, was first appointed by former Gov. Michael 
DiSalle. He was subsequently reappointed by former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, a Republican.

So it is clear that whatever 
adulation is heaped on Hank 
Aaron. by baseball executives, 
they've got a lot of explaining 
to. do. 

The day he tied Babe 
Ruth's record, the home 
team, Cincinnati, refused to 
honor his request for a 
minute of silence before the 
game in honor of Dr. Martin 
Luther King. Jr. Thus, the 
very day he brought glory to 
the game, the game dis- 
honored itself inthe eyes of 
black people 

The pressures, especially 
in the last year or so, have 
been. tremendous. Aaron's 
hate mail was big, but he rose
